ported the compromise measure 
requiring submission of the tax 
to the city voters, also expressed 
approval of the election results. 

“This is the way it should 
have been done originally,” he 
said. “The charter amendment 
anchors the tax rate at one-half 
of 1 per cent and sets a prece- 
cent for other cities in Missouri. 

“However, this is but a first 
step for the city. d believe it 
should have complete home rule 
with fiscal control over all its 
state and city offices. Authority 
should be vested in the Board 
of Aldermen to consolidate state 
and city offices within the city‘s 
corporate limits. 

“This could be accomplished 
through charter amendment, but 
the State Legislature also can 
do it by law. I propose to spon- 
sor a series of bills at the next 
session to give the city com- 
plete home rule.” 

State Representative Robert 
W. Copeland (Rep.), Webster 
Groves, who opposed the earn- 
ings tax vehemently at all times, 
said he still is opposed to the 
tax “in principle.” 

“I do not believe it is a sound 
method of taxation; he said. “I 
would rather see allocation of 
state income tax revenue to the

WINNIPEG, Canada, Oct. 6— 
Emanuel Manchulenko is home 
today from jail, back with his 
family and his $500,000 fortune. 

Manchulenko is the first Win- 
nipeg citizen to serve time for 
jaywalking.

Mrs. Luce was given much 
eredit for her suggestion of a 
year ago, although the basis for 
her plan had been ‘discussed 
earlier. The 1953 proposal re- 
sulted in fiasco, however. It 
took the furm of a joint Amer- 
ican-British declaration calling 
for withdrawal of American and 
British troops from Zone A of 
Trieste and entrusting its ad- 
ministration to Italy. 


The reaction of Marshal Tito 
of Yugoslavia was quick and 
positive. He threatened to in- 
vade the zone if an Italian sol- 
dier set foot in it. Italy moved 
up troops to the border. In No- 
vember, 1953, demonstrators 
rioted outside the United States 
Embassy in Rome. The situation 
simmered for a while. 

The talks that resulted in the 
present agreement were started 
in London last Feb. 2. 

During the past year Mrs. 
Luce has worked assiduously for 
a settlement along the lines of 
her original plan. It has been 
said she was a “tower of 
strength” to American negoti- 
ators, particularly in facilitat- 
ing dealings with Premier Ma- 
rio Scelba and Foreign Minister 
Gaetano Martino of Italy. 

No Commendation for Her. 

In comments made public by 
the State Department, Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
mentioned for special commen- 
dation the work of United States 
Ambassador to Austria Llewellyn 
E. Thompson Jr. and United 


Kingdom Assistant Under Secre- | 


tary of State Geoffrey Harrison 
who were in constant touch with 
the negotiations for eight 
months, and United States Dep- 
uty Under Secretary of State 
Robert D. Murphy, who “com- 
posed the small but stubborn 
remaining differences.” «United 
States Ambassador to Yugo- 
slavia James W. Riddleberger 
also had a prominent role in 
the negotiations. 

Dulles failed to commend 
Mrs. Luce, but it was suggested 
that much of the groundwork 
for Murphy’s last-minute efforts 
in Rome and Belgrade was pre- 
pared by her. Murphy put on 
the finishing touches, so to 
speak, 

At.a press conference in 
Rome, Mrs. Luce praised Italian 
diplomacy for “cautious and per- 
severing efforts to reach the 
aim that Italians have so much 
at heart.” She said that as a 
result of the agreement western 
defenses in the Mediterranean 
would be strengthened and 
there would be an increase in 
trade through the port of 
Trieste. 

The successful conclusion of 
the Trieste dispute will enhance 
Mrs. Luce’s prestige and tend to 
remove her further from the 
area of controversy in which 
much of her political life has 
been spent. 

Overcame Handicap. 

Mrs. Luce is the first woman 
to represent the United States 
in a major world capital and her 
sex was a handicap to her when 


she arrived in Italy April 22, 
1953. An Italian weekly mag- 
azine pictured the United States 
Embassy flag fringed with lace. 
Seven months later a _ poll 
showed that nearly half the 
country knew her by name and 
that half of those who knew her 
approved of her. 


Last January, the Communist 
leader, Palmiro Togliatti, tried 
to injure her in the eyes of su- 
perstitious Italians by calling 
her “an old lady who brings bad 
luck to everything she touches.” 
The Communist attack was con- 
sidered a sign she was becoming 
successful. 


Earlier this year, Mrs. Luce 
described to a reporter for Look 
magazine how she got her as- 
signment from President Eisen- 
hower. 

“TI didn’t ask for it,” she said. 
“I was thinking of a U.N. as- 
signment. That was already 
filled. The President then sug- 
gested a more important job, in 
Washington. I turned it down, 
and he said, ‘Clare, we’ve got to 
have you on the team.’ Then he 
suggested Rome. You could 
have knocked me over with a 
feather.” 

The choice was fortunate for 
Mrs. Luce. Her husband likes 
Italy; he now spends,about 75 
per cent of his time there. The 
Luce publications supported 
Gen. Eisenhower in the 1952 
‘campaign and Mrs. Luce deliv- 
‘ered 47 radio and television 
‘speeches in behalf of the can- 


‘didate.. The Luces were in line 
‘for political reward. 
Political Talks Recalled. 


Mrs. Luce served as a Re- 
publican Representative from 
Connecticut from 1943 toe 1947. 
In her maiden speech in Con- 
gress, she called Vice President 
Henry A. Wallace’s proposal for 
freedom of the air to insure in- 
ternational peace, “globaloney.” 
The speech was much quoted by 
isolationists. In 1944, she de- 
livered the keynote address to 
the Republican National Con- 
vention, discussing “G.I. Joe” 
and “G.I. Jim,” American sol- 
diers. Those who returned from 


ithe war were needed, she said 


to correct the “dictatorial bum- 
bledom” of the Democrats. 

As Clare Boothe, Mrs. Luce 
had a successful career in the 
1930s, as a writer, editor and 
playwright. She entered pol- 
tics actively in 1940 when she 
campaigned for the late Wen- 
dell Willkie. She criticized the 
Roosevelt Administration for 
having failed to prepare the 
country for the impending war. 

In 1946 she became a convert 
to the Roman Catholic Church 
and announced she would not 
run for political office from 
Connecticut in the next election. 
Her nomination as Ambassador 
to Italy, announced Feb. 7, 1953, 
was questioned by some as pos- 
sibly presaging further diplo- 
matic relations with the Vatican. 
Mrs. Luce said her assignment 


would not include Vatican rela- 
tions.

HE Army’s training program 

is generally sound and solid, 

and it is probably as tough 
as public opinion will allow at 
the moment.

Bragg, N.C.—which this corre- 
spondent visited. 

But the men responsible for 
teaching American youth how 
to fight and stay alive in atomic 
or conventional warfare are not 
complacent about their job. 

Some of them complain that 
the combat exercises are lacking 
in realism. They are hamstrung 
by safety regulations. 

Example: You cannot lay 
down artillery within 400 yards 
of the riflemen. Somebody 
might get hurt. Yet doctrine 
says attacking troops must “lean 
into” friendly artillery fire. By 
advancing close on the heels of 
supporting fire, our troops gain 
full advantage of its shock ef- 
fect. Equally important, it re- 
duces friendly casualties by 
keeping the enemy pinned down.

Victory at Trieste 


The amicable settlement of the dispute be- 
tween Italy and Yugoslavia over the Free Terri- 
tory of Trieste after nine years of friction is a 
major gain for the West. The signing of the 
agreement marks the conclusion of one of the 
most skillful pieces of diplomacy carried out 
since the end of World War II. 

Coming right on the heels of the unexpected 
agreement to allow Germany to participate in 
the European defensive alliance, which can only 
be upset by failure cf France or Germany to 
ratify, it is a doubly strong stimulant for the 
West. It removes some of the sting caused by 
partition of Indochina at Geneva. 

Trieste has been a scene of controversy and 
war for two thousand years and it maintained 
this troubled status during and after World War 
IJ. Hitler's troops grabbed the 300 square miles 
on the Istrian Peninsula in the northeast corner 
of the Adriatic after the Italian. armistice in 
1943. Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia came in during 
April 1945 as the Germans retreated. But Ameri- 
can and British troops forced the Yugoslavs back 
into what is now Zone B, or the southern section 
of Trieste, and occupied Zone A. 

With Russia supporting Yugoslavia’s derands 
for practically all of Trieste, and Britain, France 
and the United States resisting, it was impossi- 
ble for the Big Four to reach an accord. 

In March 1948 the United States, Britain and 
France announced that the whole terrifory would 
be returned to Italy. But then Tito broke with 
the Kremlin and sided with the West so nothing 
was done to offend him. Things were fairly quiet 
until Oct. 8, 1953, when the United States and 
Britain offered as a solution the division of 
Trieste on its zonal lines. Tito at once said he 
would march into Zone A if Italian soldiers en- 
tered it. Italians and Yugoslavs rioted and lives 
were lost. 

British and American diplomats set to work 
again. They tried a new formula, one of seeing 
that the Italian representatives and the Yugo- 
slav representatives never met together. And 
the negotiations were kept secret. Liewelyn E. 
Thompson, American Ambassador to Austria, 
and Geoffrey W. Harrison, Britain's assistant for- 
eign undersecretary, bore the brunt of the nego- 
tiations in London, Washington, New York and 
Rome. They deserve much credit, along with 
Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce, Ambassador to Italy. 

This September, when it became evident Yugo- 

slavia was acquiescent but Italy was reticent 
over a few minor matters, the United States sent 
its State Department trouble shooter, Robert D. 
Murphy, to Belgrade and Rome. A few days 
later the agreement was signed in London with 
both sides indicating they were fairly well satis- 
fied. If there is one lesson to be derived from 
the negotiations it would be that much of the 
success of any diplomatic undertaking depends 
upon the avoidance of inflammatory nationalis- 
tic statements by the principals. 

The settlement practically coincides with the 
occupation boundaries that were set up by the 
British and American troops after the German 
defeat. Italy gets the key Adriatic port of 
Trieste (with Yugoslavia to have full acaess) and 
Zone A which the Allied troops held. Yugoslavia 
gets Zone B. 

All Trieste is suffering from a depression and 
there is no assurance that all will go smoothly 
at this natural gateway to southeastern Europe. 
But from a defense standpoint the settlement is 
excellent since it closes a festering hole in the 
defense line where Soviet Russia was always 
ready to stir up trouble. 

If the Gordian knot of Trieste can be untied 
instead of cut there is good reason to believe 
that others, such as the Saar, also can be solved. 
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A Man Who Doesn’t Exist 

It's pretty hard for a man to prove he isn’t 
real. And so Joseph N. Welch, of Boston, is like- 
ly to find. Mr. Welch, who was special Army 
counsel at the Army-McCarthy hearings, was ex- 
plaining his unreality to Grinnell College after 
his Alma Mater awarded him an honorary doctor 
of laws degree. 

He said that during the hearings, “when I sat 
stunned and speechless, people said ‘What pa- 
tience the man has.’ .,.. When 1 sat in an 
agony of indecision, you said ‘How wise he is.’ 
Sometimes I was co weary that my mind was 
almost a blank. And then some of you would 
say, “How witty he is.” 

“So,” Mr. Welch concluded, “they built up an 
illusion, and they gave this illusion my name. 
The truth about me is that I am not actually 
real.” And now this unreal Bostonian, in his 
valiant effort to dispel the illusion, has only 
added one more attribute to it. Not only is he 
patient and wise and witty, he is modest—or 
does Dr. Welch want to tell us now that he was 
bursting with pride all the time? 
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After Six Months 


For the first time in six months of hearings 
on alleged FHA scandals, the Capehart Senate 
Banking subcommittee has heard testimony that 
an FHA official demanded and got money for 
increasing a loan commitment on an apartment 
project. 

The official is Clyde L. Powell, who was 
ousted last spring as assistant FHA commission- 
er in charge of the rental housing program. In 
addition to the testimcny of a Washington archi- 
tect, who said he paid Powell $10,000 for favor- 
able action on his loan, other witnesses told of 
Powell's bank deposits greatly exceeding his in- 
come, of his gambling activities, of loans to him 
by builders dependent upon his decisions as an 
FHA official. 

At long last, the Capehart committee appears 
to be getting down to serious business. It is now 
bringing out the kind of evidence which, if it 
stands up, should go before a grand jury as the 
basis for indictment and trial. A grand jury has 
been summoned by Attorney General Brownell, 
and the only question is: Why did it take six 
months to reach this stage of the affair? 
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Plav-—Not Crime 

St. Louis has jess than a third the park and 
playground space it should have. That is one of 
the facts that came out of the recent National 
Recreation Congress here. To many St. Louisans 
that may come as a surprise, in view of Forest 
Park and other large, fine parks in the city. Yet 
there are only about 3000 acres of parks in 
St. Louis, and by accepted standards a city of 
this size should have 10,000 acres. 

Philadelphia has been demonstrating for the 
last several years what a wide-awake city café 
do about its parks and playgrounds. First of all 
it set up a separate Department of Recreation to 
prevent recreation from being lost in an over- 
burdened Department of Welfare. Then its citi- 
zens voted bond issues which in three years 
have totaled more than $10,000,000. The goal 
is a playground within four blocks of every 
home and a playfield, suitable for major team 
sports, within a half mile of ev home. 

St. Louis is only about 40 aa alent size 


of Philadelphia, but 40 per cent of Philadelphia's 
outlay the last fiscal year was more than three 
times as much as St. Louis spent for operating 
budget and more than 100 times as much as 
St. Louis spent for capital investment. 

Philadelphia, furthermore, is making specially 
determined efforts to reach groups like gangs, 
to cure crime in its incipience. It recognizes 
parks and playgrounds as means to achieve 
Progress—Not Decay; to halt the trek to the 
suburbs by making the city a greener, more 
play-filled place to live in. 

What Philadelphia is doing, St. Louis can do, 
and should soon be setting about.

A ‘Citizen’ Thinks for Himself 


The Citizens for Eisenhower organization was 
one of the potent influences in the 1952 election. 
Local groups in all parts of the country, operat- 
ing under a national leadership, appealed to 
voters across party lines to support Gen. Eisen- 
hower. It was an effective approach and doubt- 
less caused many thousands of voters to make 
up their mind in favor of the Republican 
nominee. 

Currently appeals are going out from Citizens 
for Eisenhower groups to support G.O.P. candi- 
dates for the House and Senate. In Illinois such 
an appeal has been made in behalf of the pro- 
McCarthyite, Joseph T. Meek, who opposes 
President Eisenhower on the Bricker amend- 
ment, economic aid, social welfare and other 
major issues. 

This is too much for one of the leading 1952 
Citizens for Eisenhower in Illinois, Ed Wald- 
mire, a Springfield business man who spear- 
headed the “Citizens” campaign two years ago. 
He has talked with both Senator Douglas, who. 
seeks re-election, and Mr. Meek, and has made 
up his own mind as to which deserves his sup- 
port as a citizen this year. Senator Douglas gets 
Mr. Waldmire’s vote and he says so publicly. 

Almost anyone who reviews the Douglas record 
in the Senate these past six years and goes over 
Mr. Meek’s primary campaign speeches—and 
some of the speeches he is making now—will 
come, inevitably so we believe, to Citizen Wald- 
mire’s conclusion. It is that President Eisen- 
hower “will receive much more constructive 
co-operation from the Democratic candidate than 
from Meek.” 

Our guess is that Mr. Waldmire is not the 
only 1952 Citizen for Eisenhower who has come 
to this conclusion—not by a long shot. 
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Overlooking the River 

The unveiling of a plaque on the lawn of the 
Old Court House at Third and Market streets, 
marks the virtual completion of the St. Louis 
urban section of the Mississippi Parkway.

For them this dedi- 
cation becomes a reminder that the wide thor- 
oughfare overlooking the riverfront is also a 
link in a long roadway that will some day stretch 
from the source of the Mississippi in Minnesota 
to its mouth at the Gulf of Mexico. Little by 
little, piece by piece, the dream of A. P. Greens- 
felder will come true—is coming true. 

Eventually historic and scenic sites along the 
great river—Mark Twain’s Hannibal, Nauvoo, 
the Lewis and Clark campsite at Wood River, the 
confluence of the Missouri and the Mississippi, 
Cahokia, Fort Chartres, Ste. Genevieve, Kas- 
kaskia, Cairo, Vicksburg, Natchez, New Orleans 
—all will be joined for the pleasure and infor- 
mation of the American people.

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A Merchant Looks at Price-Fixing 

Manufacturers who insist upon fixing retail 
prices under so-called “fair-trade laws” are hear- 
ing some very plain talk from retail merchants. 
Fred Lazarus, Jr., president of Federated De- 
partment Stores, Inc., says these laws should be 
changed to allow any retailer to match the 
prices offered by discount houses on price-fixed 
merchandise. 

In other words, if the manufacturer can en- 
force compliance with his fixed prices, well and 
good; but he should not expect the retailer to 
suffer the consequences if he fails, in Mr. Laza- 
rus’s view. Said this leading retail merchant: 

“I believe that American department stores 
will, in the not-too-distant future, conclude that 
they can no longer tolerate present practices re- 
garding price-fixed merchandise. They will insist 
on the same freedom of action with regard to 
suggested prices that the discount house uses.” 

Meanwhile, in Utah a District Judge has ruled 
that state’s Fair Trade Act unconstitutional in a 
case brought by the General Electric Co. against 
a store in Salt Lake City. The department stores, 
which have been taking the brunt of the loss in 
the losing battle of ‘fair trade,” plainly mean 
business—and more of it.

Atomic Age Minute Men 
Among the most interesting, elite and hush- 


hush outfits of fighting men that this nation has 


are the 13 small groups of air intelligence service 
units statiened at strategic spots along the north- 
ern boundary. They are detached sections from 
an important staff division of the Continental Air 
Defense Command which are assigned a high 
priority and are on a 24-hour alert along with 
fighter and interceptor ‘Units. 

Their primary duty is to go swiftly to the 
spot where an enemy plane or missile has come 
to earth and, as the Air Force puts it, to study 
the object and obtain “information which can 
be of inestimable value in the conduct of air 
defense operations.” 

They may have to parachute at the site and 
possibly subdue any surviving enemy. They 
will examine, measure and determine how the 
plane or missile is put together and locate the 
key parts. Wreckage will be combed for docu- 
ments, plans, manuals and charts. 

Most of the men are known as multiple spe- 
cialists since they are trained in several special- 
ties. It is evident each team as a whole would 
have to be well versed in aeronautical engineer- 
ing, guided missiles, automatic weapons, bombs, 
aiming devices and electronics. 

Should a war come these men would have 
vital missions of the utmost importance. The 
fact that they are trained and ready should 
help deter an act of aggression, They may well 
be the atomic age version of the famed Minute 
Men of Concord and Lexington.

New York Democratic leaders prefer to see young Roosevelt 
“stay on pasture until he grows up a bit,” Republican editor 
says; believes old hands willing to see F.D.R.’s son “chewed up” 
by Gov. Dewey but chose Harriman when Dewey rejected race.

Why did they do it? Ever since the 
New York Democratic leaders or bosses, 
whichever you want to call them, 


,» dumped Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., and 


put forward the less colorful Averell 
Harriman as their candidate for Gover- 
nor, the question has been almost uni- 
versal of what was behind the surprise 
move. Several reasons are well under- 
stood in New York but not the country 
over. 

Young Roosevelt—Junior, his critics 
call him to his own abhorrence—had 
been assiduously ee te 
planning this race 
for Governor for 
more than a year. 
He almost changed 
his mode of life as 
one prerequisite to 
becoming a candi- 
date. Known too 
much as a playboy 
and habitue of 
night clubs, Frank- 
lin D. suddenly set- 
tled down and be- 
came mighty seri- 
ous upon his farm 
near Hyde Park. 

He built up a campaign staff and 
sought out an expert or two to pump 
him full of information about New 
York state problems. Known chiefly for 
absenteeism on important votes in his 
Washington career as a Congressman, 
all at once he became more than punc- 
tual on everything. Such was the pic- 
ture his cousin, Joe Alsop, drew of him 
in a recent magazine article—the new 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. 
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Admittedly a Strong Figure 


Well, young Roosevelt, with the ClO 
and strong upstate leaders behind him, 
thought he had the nomination in the 
bag. He was beginning to turn his at- 
tention to the question of how to take 
on Gov. Tom Dewey in the election 
campaign. And then suddenly, just 
when it looked like everything was set, 
his chances vanished into thin air. 
Several things did it. 

Dewey’s refusal to run again prob- 
ably was the most important item. 
Somewhat brash and certainly colorful, 
even his foes recognized that Roosevelt 
was as strong a figure as could be put 
up against the even more colorful 
Dewey and his ruthless campaign 
methods. 

Chances of success against Dewey 
were not good and the Democratie lead- 
ers would just as soon have seen young 
Junior chewed up as anyone else. But, 
when Dewey stepped out, that was 
something else again. 

Three factors probably caused the 
party leadership to take a dim view of 
young Roosevelt even though they rec- 


ognized the magic of the name in draw- 
ing votes. Franklin Jr. went out to the 
Chicago convention as manager of the 
Averell Harriman campaign. There 
were some persons mean enough to sug- 
gest that he used this opportunity more 
to push himself in the limelight and 
keep before the delegates than he did 
to further Mr. Harriman’s bid for the 
nomination. 


Three young Turks—Roosevelt Jr., 
Gov. “Soapy” Williams of Michigan and 
the late Senator Blair Moody of that 
state — nearly wrecked the party and 
convention by dreaming up the so-called 
loyalty oath for the South which caused 
so many of the delegations to take a 
walk. The old hands, even those with 
strong New Deal slants, tried to talk 
reason with the three. They got exact- 
ly nowhere. Roosevelt and his associ- 
ates were in the limelight, all right, but 
they split the party. This didn‘t cre- 
ate much faith in his political stabil- 
ity or his willingness to listen to reason. 


The Balloon Is Deflated 


Then, Roosevelt wanted to run for 
Congress. Tammany nominated some- 
body else. He accepted the Liberal par- 
ty nomination and licked the socks off 
Tammany. Then he went to Washington 
and became a full-fledged Democrat 
without even a Liberal label attached 
to his name. This chagrined some of 
the Liberal party faithful. 


Finally, when he decided it was time 
to run for Governor, without .waiting 
to talk to the powers that be, he charged 
upstate, made deals with Albany and 
Buffalo leaders who generally were at 
odds with the New York City group. 
He proceeded to try to build up a cam- 
paign to where the New York City 
group would have to take him, whether 
or no. 


The minute Dewey got out of the 
race, the anti-Roosevelt group acted in 
a hurry. It’s only human not to want to 
be forced. They brought out Harriman 
and all they had behind him was Sena- 
tor Lehman, the elder statesman of 
New York Democracy; Bob Wagner, 
Mayor of New York City with all his 
patronage; Carmen DeSapio, the Tam- 
many chieftain and party nationalk.com- 
mitteeman, the state chairman and four 
out of the five New York City machine 
leaders. Then the last of the five 
leaders came in line. In face of that, 
Roosevelt's upstate balloon deflated fast.

Between Book Ends 


Of Men and Mountains 


THE AGE OF MOUNTAINEERING, by James 
Ramsey Uliman. (J, Lippincott Co., 352 
pgs., $6.) 

As prose laureate of the mountain 
way, Mr. Ullman has his eye on far and 
high places. In 1941, he published his 
“High Conquest: The Story of Moun- 
taineering,’ and that book, rewritten 
and filled out with the climactic events 
of the years since, has become “The 
Age of Mountaineering.” In it Mr. Ull- 
man vividly unrolls for us the panorama 
of man and mountains, from the ancient 
days when mountains were the fabled 
home of angry gods to the twentieth 
century organization of science, skills, 
and human courage to circumvent the 
fearful union of height, cold, wind, and 
inaccessibility. 

Mr. Ullman writes with convincing as- 
surance about his long-loved subject. He 
is well remembered for his famous 
best-seller, “The White Tower,” a novel 
about mountaineering that was “one of 
the best examples of sustained sus- 
pense ever 
encountered in fic- 
tion,” and for his 
editing of ‘“King- 
dom of Adventure: 
Everest” (‘Post- 
Dispatch,” 8 Octo- 
ber 1947.) This was 
a volume of ex- 
cerpts from the nar- 
' ratives of many par- 
ticipants and up to 
that time was the 
supreme mountain- 
eering story. 

Appearing almost 
simultaneously with 

Ullman “The Age of Moun- 

taineering” is “Banner in the Sky,” a 
novel about a boy and a mountain, Mr. 
Ullman’s first novel for young people. 
Since delivering the manuscripts of 
these two books he has been again to 
India and the Himalayas as part of his 
collaboration with Tenzing Norkay ‘(one 
of the two men so far to stand on Ever- 
est’s summit) on the latter’s autobiogra- 
phy. In one very impressive sense of 
the term, Mr. Ullman may be regarded 
as a confirmed “mountain man.” 

Here like his previous books on this 
subject, “The Age of Mountaineering” is 
the work of a man who loves mountains 
and is strongly and unashamedly preju- 
diced in favor of his subject. But not to 
the point of blind infatuation, In docu- 
menting the expeditionary aspect of the 
sport, Mr. Ullman equates the climbers 
of Everest, Annapurna, and K2 with 
Peary, Scott, Amundsen, and Byrd; in 
detailing its more individualized and 
apparently sensational forms—‘“rock en- 
gineering” or “tension climbing,” for 
instance—he pays eloquent tribute to 
the indispensable human qualities that 
determine the difference between the 
difficult and the dangerous. 

The “Golden Age” of mountaineer- 
ing, says Mr. Ullman, has run almost 
exactly 100 years. “Before 1854”—and 
the conquest of the Alps—‘‘a man elimb- 
ing a mountain was simply—a man 
climbing a mountain. A decade later he 
was a mountaineer.” A sport had been 
born, and the man of the flatlands had 
been given the tools and the incentive 
to seek the awesome sublimities of the 
heights. 

Splendid illustrations, some of them 
spine-chilling, complement the text of 
this highly informative and persuasive 
book. ALVIN R. ROLFS.

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Far up the narrow water- 
course where the Ozark hills 
ended abruptly at the water's 
edge, a subdued light blinked 
momentarily and then, like a 
will-o’-the-wisp, disappeared. 
Soon thereafter a soft glow ap- 
peared above the timberline and, 
as the’ boat rounded the sharp 
bend, the light blazed forth in 
all its brilliance, silhouetting the 
long johnboat and its occupants 
against the autumn night. 


Fish spearing, or gigging as it 
is commonly known in the 
Ozarks, is as old as the hills 
through which the clear-fed 
streams meander on their way to 
the sea. Crude stone Spears have 
been found by archeologists 
along the watercourses, proving 
primitive man used this method 
in obtaining food in his struggle 
for existence. 


Later, when the pioneers 
emigrated to Missouri from Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee and Kentucky, 
a spear or gig was considered of 
almost equal importance as the 
hoe, the ax or the rifle. It fur- 
nished a quick method of obtain- 
ing a variety of food for the 
family table, and seldom did the 
early settler leave home without 
taking his gig or rifle with him 
to replenish the family ‘larder 
on the return journey. Game 
laws were non-existent and game 
and fish were fair take regard- 
less of season. 


Gigging a Hot Issue Today. 


Spearing of fish is perhaps 
the most controversial subject 
of ail the present-day Missouri 
game and fish regulations. Vir- 
tually all gigging is done:in the 
clear Ozark streams of Missouri's 
hill country. This year, how- 
ever, the regulation permitting [ 
the gigging of fish has been ex- 
tended to all state waters. The 
only waters closed to gigging are 
state park waters, those man- 
aged for trout, and the usual 75- 
yard zones below some of the 
major impoundments. 

Only non-game fish may be 
taken and the hours are between 
noon and midnight. Section 21 
of the Wildlife Code reads in 
part: “A gig or spear, not in- 
cluding bow and arrow or bow 
and spike, and an artificial light 
only above the surface of the 
water may be used... . No per- 
son while wading may use such 
gig or spear to take fish.” The 
season opened Oct. 1 and will 
reemain open until Dec. 31. 

Many giggers are of the opin- 
ion that the taking of rough fish 
is advantageous to the propaga- 
tion of more game fish, They 
argue that where there is an 
unchecked population of non- 
game fish, and rough fish dom- 
inate the stream and the game 
fish dwindle to a small percent- 
age and finally the stream is 
overcrowded with the more un- 
desirable species, and that bass, 

,goggle eye, jack salmon and 
other gamesters virtually disap- 
pear. 

Non-game fish, especially the 
garp, buffalo and suckers, they 
say, eat an imense amount of 
plankton each day that would 
otherwise furnish bluegill, sun- 
fish and other small fish .with 
food. These smaller fishes, in 
turn, furnish food for game fish 
and, if there is a depletion of 
food for these smaller fishes, 
then the food cycle is broken 
and, as a result, there is scar- 
city of the sport fishes. 

Argument Against Gigging. 

Those who emphatically op- 
pose the spearing of fish believe 
that the giggers take any species 
of fish that comes within the 
rays of their lights or the scope 
of their spearing ability. Many 
of them believe the giggers fla- 
grantly violate the limits of 
rough fish imposed by the regu- 
lations and proceed to fill the 
boat to the gunwales if the op- 
portunity presents itsélf. Some 
even argue that the gigger is as 
disastrous to the fish population 
as the dynamiter. 

Gigging is rapidly becoming a 
lost art. Few of the younger 
generation are interested in this 
method of fishing. The restric- 
tions imposed on the open sea- 
son for the taking of fish by this 
method has not made the sport 
any more enhancing. Novem- 
ber and December usually find 
the spring-fed streams shrouded 
in fog and the cold, icy waters 
numb the hands of the giggers 
until it becomes a task instead 
of a pleasant sport. In the day- 
light hours the non-game fish 
are usually found on the shoals 
and they rapidly flee to the 
deeper waters when the boat ap- 
proaches them. 

There is as much, if not more, 
accuracy required in the casting 
the plug or the fly. The differ- 
ence is that it is optional with 
the fish whether or not the plug 
or fly is taken, but there is no 
choice in the casting of the 
spear. It depends entirely on 
the accuracy of the spear fish- 
erman. 

Both the giggers and the arti- 
ficial lure devotees should re- 
alize that each way of fishing has 
its merits. They should Also 
realize that, as long as each 
method is lawful, each has a 
legal right to participate in the 
method he prefers. It is the 
flagrant violator of both meth-, 
ods who creates the extreme 
friction that should find no placc

CHICAGO, Oct. 6 (UP)—Stu 
Holcomb doesn’t expect his Pur- 
due football team to go through 
the season undefeated, but he 
said today that “if we can win 
six of our nine games, we ought 
to be National champions.”

Three Others Unbeaten.

Of this 
sextet, Wisconsin, Iowa and Ohio 
State still are unbeaten and 
along with Michigan State rank 
among the best in the country. 
“It will be pretty tough to

GUARDS GO ON STRIKE 
AT INDIANA PRISON 


National Guardsmen Ready 
Nearby If Needed for 
Policing Convicts. 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., Oct. 
6 (UP)—Guards at the Indiana 


state prison went on strixe to- 
day and National Guardsmen 


were ready to take over the 
policing of 2300 maximum se- 
curity convicts. 

Later the prison guards sent 
a delegation to the state reform- 
atory, at Pendleton, to promote 
@- sympathy walkout. 

Spokesmen for the union said 
only 10 of a normal shift of 90 
guards showed up for work on 
the day shift at Michigan City. 

The walkout started ahead of 
schedule as the night shift came 
off at midnight. Prison officials 
said there were no convict dis- 
turbances following the strike. 


Union leaders said prison offi- 
clals demanded that the guards 
sign cards pledging their loyalty 


“to the state of Indiana.” Those 
who refused were fired, union 
spokesmen said, and the strike 
got underway. 

The guards had originally 
planned to strike later today to 
back up demandsgthat the state 
recognize their union and dis- 
cuss -wages, hours and working 
conditions, 

About 20 pickets began 
marching around the big prison 
and state police were rushed 
there to prevent any outbreak. 

Inside the prison walls the 
union kept about 35 men on 
duty to prevent any convict at- 


tempt at a break. About an 
equal number of uards had 


signed the “loyalty” cards and 
stayed on duty, a union spo 
man said. 


The guards have warned that 
many “lifers” would riot if Na- 
tional Guardsmen enter the 


walls. Nevertheless, 50 hand- 
picked guardsmen were on 
duty at the Gary (Ind.) armory, 
only 20 miles away, ready to 
rush to Michigan City if needed. 

Hours after the strike started 


the prison for duty. Doherty said

There 
‘are even a few gourmets who 
like a sweet-sour dressing with 
salad greens occasionally.

Mix vinegar with seasonings 
and herbs. Allow to stand 10 to 
15 minutes. Mix well and beat 
in olive oil. Fresh herbs that 
combine well are: rosemary with 
tarragon, thyme with marjoram, 
chervil with basil, minced pars- 
ley and minced chives, or sweet 
onion with any combination of 
delicate herbs. 

Note: A peeled clove of gar- 
lic may be added with the herbs 
to either the oil or vinegar and 
removed at the end of 10 to 15 
minutes. 


Medley Butter Wafers 
Ingredients: Two cups sifted 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
cup butter or margarine, one cup 


sugar, one teaspoon vanilla, two’ 


eggs, two-thirds cup dless 
raisins (rinse and drain and chop 
after measuring), two-thirds cup 
chopped walnuts, two-thirds cup 
moist shredded coconut. 

Method: Sift together flour 
and salt. Cream together flour 
and salt. Cream butter, sugar 
and vanilla; beat in eggs one at 
a time. Stir flour-salt into 
creamed mixture, then raisins, 
walnuts and coconut. Drop by 
teaspoonfuls onto greased baking 
sheet. Bake in moderate (350°) 
oven 10 to 12 minutes. Remove 
to wire rack to cool. Makes five 
to six dozen cookies.
